At the beginning of this session 
some drivers of the quill tried to stir 
up a removal of the capital, but that 
movement soon spent its foi 
was ascertained that few 
were In favor of adopting 
measure when no public inte 
the State would be served 
adoption and they have failed 
to give any ph.usible reason why the 
the removal should be made. Louis- 
ville and Lexington are each striving 
to be the possessor of the seat of 
government, and all the reasons that 
either has given so far are local, al- 
though they have tried to 'sugar-coat 
them with "best interest of the 
State" appearances. While they 
engaged in the pleasing diversion of 
making faces at each other Frankfort 
IB in the attitude of the negro on 
trial for stealing chickens, who told 
the judge he was "willing to let the 
matter drap." 

Louisville has construed the action 
Of the Convention in retaining in the 
report on revenue the clause permit- 
ting taxation by cities to raise money to 
defray expenses of the removal of the 
capital as a direct proposition to sell 
the capital out to the highest bidder, 
consequently her Commerieial Club 
is sending forth throughout the State 
what they term as reasons for the 
location of the capital In Louisville. 
It is urged that Louisville has better 
railroad facilities that will enable our 
legislators and olficials from all parts 
of the State to reach that city more 
easily than Frankfort. "We do not 
concede the correctness of the propo- 
sition but, granting its truth for the 
sake of argument, did it ever occur 
to the agitators of our sister city of 
tyie Beargrass that the same railroad 
facilities that would carry members 
of the Legislature to the capital would 
carry them away as easily? Take as 
an illustration of this proposition the 
delegation from Louisville in the 
present convention and in legislative 
assemblies for years past. On Satur- 
days and Mondays several vacant 
seats of Louisville members may be 
counted in those bodies. Is this the 
result of lack of railroad facilities? 
Assuredly not, for we know that the 
sessions of those bodies are so ar- 
ranged on those days that every 
member of that delegation may 
spend his Sundays at home with his 
family and never miss a roll call on 
any proposition pending. 

If this is a fitting illustration it 
proves one thing clearly, and that is, 
if you increase the facilities of travel 
you increase the number of absen-

terest of work until It has reached such a slate 
d by its of completion as would enable fair- 
ret I minded people to view it as a whi 
Any judgment expressed at present 
of the Constitution being formulated 
would be not only premature bnt 
purely the creature of imagination. 
Well might the makers of that in- 
strument claim for their woik the 
forbearance accorded to a victim who 
exclaimed: "Strike, but hear me!" 

When the press gives play to rant 
rather than reason, misrepresenta- 
tion and inflammatory utterances will 
mislead the populace, the result of 
which will be a strongly rooted preju- 
dice that will blind the reason from 
perceiving any thing good or bene- 
ficial. If the people of the State are 
not in favor of defeating the new 
Constitution, no matter how bene- 
ficial its provisions may be to the 
people, it is no fault of the newspa- 
pers, for they have proclaimed in 
trumpet tones the iniquity of meas- 
ures that have not been incorporated 
in the Constitution, and which never 
will be. The most certain method of 
obtaining poor work is to sit over the 
workman and damn him while he is 
in the midst of his labors. The self- 
constituted bosses of this Convention 
have spent much time in this manner 
instead of encouraging the laborers 
and suggesting methods that would 
shorten their task. The wisest meas- 
ures that have been adopted in de- 
liberative bodies have been the result 
of long conflict of opinions, which 
terminated in a compromise. Let us 
wait and hope for the best results. 
They are now engaged in revising the 
court system of the State, which com- 
prises all courts from the Court of 
Appeals down to Justice's Courts- 
Several different systems are pro- 
posed, but after mature consideration 
a compromise will terminate this im- 
portant matter.

The Louisville Critic of January 
26th gives the following reasons why 
the Capital should not be removed to 
Louisville: 

The Commercial Club has worked 
itself into a fine frenzy over the pro- 
posed removal of the State capital to 
this city. There is no particular 
reason why Louisville should care for 
the capital, while there are a great 



city like this they could be influenced 
in a thousand ways to the detriment 
of the State without anj one being 
the wiser. So it is with the judges 
of the several courts. At Frankfort 
they are kept busy deciding cases, 
and in the quiet and seclusion of 
their homes they are free from inter- 
ruption and safe from attempt to in- 
fluence them. Not that the judges 
would be approached directly. — 
In Louisville, where corporations 
manage to have their interests well 
taken care of, but in a great city 
schemes can be worked and influences 
can be applied that would be impossi- 
ble in a town like Frankfort. 

The indignation meet ing at Frank- 
fort which threatened to boycott 
Louisville, in a commercial sense, for 
her attempts to take the capital 
away, shows the spirit that has been 
awakened in the people of Franklin 
county. It must be said for them 
that they have been loyal friends to 
Louisville even in the face of every 
inducement held out by Cincinnati. 
The result of the Commercial Club's 
surplus of energy will be that the 
whole section of the State contiguous 
to Frankfort will give Louisville the 
go-by, and it will amount in dollars 
and cents alone to a great deal to our 
merchants. 

Waiving all that aside, however, 
and arguing purely from a standpoint 
of fair treatment, the Critic can not 
see why Louisville should turn its 
hand against Frankfort. Frankfort 
needs the State capital. Louisville 
does not. Give the under dog a 
chance in the fight.
